He 
had supper and called up his employer 
to see if he would be wanted again 
that evening. He remained home un- 
til 7:45 and then took my two daugh- 
ters, Helen and Sarah, fo St. Clement’s 
church. He came home at 8:20, after 
putting the car in the garage, and re 
mained home all evening. He acted as 
usual.”

She will 
be a true physician's assistant and will be a house- 
hold helper not too proud to assist in the kitchen 
or even to help care for the baby. If this is true, 
why should not this capable woman of ordinary but 
sufficient ability and training be allowed to prac- 
tice her profession licensed by the state and earning 
an honorabie livelihood? 

There is a place for the highly trained nurse, the 
registered nurse of today. From their ranks wil] 
come the superintendents of the training schools 


teachers of nurses. Let the training schools pre- 
serve their high ideals, though there may be a ques- 
tion as to the necessity or wisdom of requiring 
even a high school degree for admission or a three 
years’ course of training except in special cases or 
for post-graduate work. 

For her own good let the nurse be a little less 
autocratic, a little less dictatorial, a little more 
human. Non ministrari sed ministrare is as good 
a motto for a training school as for a woman’s 
college. The trained nurse from having been a 
luxury has becorne a public necessity, like the 
telephone and railroad. Should not methods less 
like those of selfish private ownership give way 
to those wherein service to the sick public is the 
paramount aim?

“You know there are only two ways 
of getting out of the army: to be mus- 
tered out with your company or to be 
discharged on an S. C. D., which means 
surgeon's certificate of discharge. An 
S. C. D. takes care of men discharged 
individually from the hospital, otherwise 
you are discharged from the hospital) to 
a development or casual company and 
then discharged with the whole company. 

“ Now, from personal observation here, 
I have noticed the doctors have put it 
over on hundreds and hundreds of boys, 
who never will have a comeback at the 
government for compensation. 

“ Instead of giving the boys an &. C, D., 
the doctors discharged them from the 
to a development company. 
There they were put on duty until the 
company became of full strength, and 
then were discharged with the whole 
company.

Government Owns Nearly AIL 


The government owns practically all 
the wheat, éxcept possibly some of the 
Minneapolis supply. In December we 
exported 33,539,000 bushels of wheat 
and flour, or 17,000,000 bushels more 
than in 1917, and in seven months 130,- 


try have marketed over 600,000,000 
bushels of the 1918, while on the 1917 
crop there was only 545,000,000 bushels 
marketed for the twelve months. . 

In 1915 we raised 1,025,000,000 bush- 
els and 840,000,000 bushels were mar-

With favorable weather from now 
ym we may have acrop of 1.250,000.000 
bushles next summer. At present 
chere is a surplus of 277,000,000 bush.- 
Is, as estimated by the department of 
agriculture. Should we export 100 
000,000 bushels between now and July 
there would remain 177,000,000 bushels 
surplus for the government to dispose 
of, on top of the record crop promised 
for this year’s harvest. 7 

Big Deficit to Meet. 

The government faces a loss on this 
year’s crop of around $100,000,000, and 
will have a loss of $750,000,000 to 


$1,000,000,000 before it gets out of the 
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wheat business. This is to say nothing 
of the loss it faces on wheat substi- 
tutes it has bought to relieve millers 
and others. The $1,250,000,000 asked 
for in the agricultural appropriation 
bill may hardly cover the loss. 

Mills of the country, as well ag the 
jobbers and distributors, are loaded 
with flour and report a light trade. 
Many of the mills are shut down or run- 
ning half time. One big Minneapolis 
mill closed Monday. The cornmeal 
mills are running at limited capacity 
and a report to the food administration 
recently showed only 18 per cent ca- 
pacity operating. Trade is slow and 
buyers of both cornmeal and wheat 


‘flour are able to dictate prices, and 


are buying flour at around the lowest 
price in months—yet the price of bread 
ig no lower. 


For Millers’ Supplies. 


At Milwaukee there is a blockade 
of grain, although stocks are only 2,- 
919,000 bushels of wheat, but holdings 
of rye and barley combined aggregate 
4,080,000 bushels, and the railroads 
have issued orders of late requiring 
permits to ship to that market. The 
closing of breweries has shut off de- 
mands for barley. 


Julius Barnes, president of the 


Food Administration’s Grain corpora- 
tion, who has been abroad with Mr. 
Hoover, arrived in New York on Mon- 
day and will meet with zone agents 
from all over the country today to dis- 


cuss the wheat situation and arrang®é 
to sell a lot of wheat to millers. 

Grain men want the government to 
throw the wheat trade wide open and 
allow supply and demand to fix prices. 
This should give the consumer lower 
priced flour and bread, while the gov- 
ernment pays the difference in price 
at which it sells its wheat, and the 
price paid to the farmer plus the 
storage and interest and shrinkage 
charges. 

Congress will have to provide meth- 
ods and means for handling the wheat 
crop this year. Unless European im 
porting countries have @ poor crop 
the United States will have to compete 
with cheaper wheats from Australia, 
Argentina, and India [capable almost 
of supplying all requirements with 
out much help from America] and 
lower prices must. be made.

“If any one could have told me six 
years ago when I could see,” further 
said Sir Arthur, “what a blind man 
could do, I should have dismissed him 
as a fool or liar or perhaps both.” 

He described the methods of teach- 
ing; the utilization of men who have 
gone through the institute as teach- 
ers; the play and games, astonishing 
the audience by telling of the expert- 
ness of the blind in dominoes, checkers, 
chess, cards, music, rowing, running 
and walking matches, horseback riding, 
cycling, swimming, and other sports, 
and in such occupations as _ typing, 
shorthand, massage, carpentry, poultry 
farming, and other occupations, and 
told numerous instances of men hav- 
ing gone back to their pre-war occu- 
pations, more expert than ever, in un- 
suspected lines, such as engineering, 
barbering, and other avenues of effort. 


Blind Surpass Others. 


He also told numerous amusing 
stories of the men, thefr cheeriness, 
and self-reliance, and startled the audi- 
ence by showing that the great ma- 
jority of graduates of St. Dunstan’s 
earn far more blind than they did when 
sighted. 

He predicted the same future for 
the American government institution, 
Evergreen, at Baltimore, and pleaded 
for help for the blind and disabled, 
both in military and civil life, toward 
making them self-suporting and self- 
reliant. 

Lieut. Col. James Bordley, in charge 
of Evergreen, described the work done 
there, saying it is modeled upon St.

ACT 
SAFE FOR LABOR 


Business Men and Offi- 
cials Warn of Great 
Need for Jobs. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. | 
The civic industrial committee of the 
Association of Commerce believes tha‘ 


“considerable unemployment actually 


exists today,” and that “it will in- 
crease.” To ward off the anticipated 
hardships, it urges a large amount of 
work this year on public improve- 
ments—national, state, and municipal. 

At a conference yesterday neon in 


the Morrison hotel with state, city, — 


county, sanitary district, and park offi- 
cials a resolution was adovted urging 
all governmental agencies to “go for- 
ward with all possible speed on public 
improvements which have been defi- 
nitely accepted as a good investment 
of public funds.” Another resolution 
requested the city to make a survey of 
work which can proceed, as Frank I. 
Bennett told the conference Gov. Low- 
den is doing for the state. 

A third resolution urged the gov- 
ernor and genera! assembly to create 
an emergency public works commis 
sion, like that of Pennsylvania. 


Indorses National Measure. 


A fourth resolution indorsed the prin- 
ciple in the bill before congress to 
create a national commission of the 
same kind. 

A fifth requested the sanitary district 
to “forward with all dispatch those 
public works to which it is definitely 
committed.” 

The sixth and last asked the county 
commissioners “to put under imme. 
diate construction public works of rec. 
ognized merit for which funds are 
available or can be obtained.” 

‘This morning representatives of the 
association will appear before the 
county board in an attempt to get 
$2,000,000 worth of good roads started. 
This afternoon a delegation is sched- 
uled before a special meeting of the 
council to show the prospects of un- 
employment for both workers and in- 
dustries. At the same time another 
delegation is expected to confer with 
| This vigorous action—

Merrick Urges Codéperation., 

“Tf we all work together in the 
readjustment from war to peace,” H. H. 
Merrick said to the conferees, “there 
can be no real fear of the red flag and 
bolshevism. I am in accord with the 
reconstruction program of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

“We have not pregared for peace. 
This is emphasized by the action of 
France recently. Despite its enormous 
debt, France has appropriated §686,. 
000,000 for reconstruction. Of this. 
$360,000,000 goes to railroads, $200,000,- 
000 more to roads, and $100,000,000 to 
cities and villages. Not only that, but 
France has promised that other sums 
will be appropriated if needed. Italy 
has appropriated $350,000,000 for the 
railroads, $200,000,000 for public works, 
$100.000,000 for public utilities, and 
$20,000,000 for the care of returned 
soldiers. 

“We, the richest country In the 
world, have done nothing. We must 
make it clear to public oWelais that 
we stand solidly behine them. We 
should have the maximum amount of 
construction now. As Lioyd George ex- 
pressed it, the trouble is not overpro- 
duction but underconsumption. The 
thing now needed essentially is courage 
and teamwork. 


Public Must Back Demand. 


“When the officials in charge of 
these improvements see 100,000,000 
people looking in their direction there 
will be action. Public leaders should 
lead. They are waiting for public sen- 
timent.” 

Prof. Harold G. Moulton gave s 
gloomy view of the labor situation. He 
gave the following United States re- 
port, showing the number of cities In 
which there is a surplus and a short. 
age of labor for various weeks in the 
last two months:

The number of 
men at work in these 129 cities was on 
Dec. 2¥. 3,628,833; on Jan. 11, 3,292,467: 
or a peduction of 326.376 

“Atiowing for the slight reduction 
in’ the number of concerns reporting 
there remains a net reduction in three 
weeks of about 200.000 men employed. 
This means that the reabsorbing pow. 
er of peace industries is at present far 
from sufficient to take care of dis- 
charged war workers. During these 
three weeks, however, about 600.000 
men were discharged from the canton- 
ments tn this country. A considerable 
percentage of these must be returning 
to the industrial centers. The return 
flow from overseas, moreover, has as 
yet scarcely begun. 

“There is evidence. moreover, that 
some cities that still show a shortage 
or equality will shortly show a sub- 
stantial surplus.
